The General Assembly of Pennsylvania 
File of the House of Representatives 
No. 951 Session of 1935 
Introduced by, R. Caputo (by request), February 18, 1935 
Referred to Committee on Education, February 19, 1935 
AN ACT 


Prohibiting dentists, physicians, osteopathic physicians, chiropractors and drugless 
therapists from advertising their professions, conferring powers on the 
various examining and regulatory boards and prescribing penalties. 
Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 

of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in General Assembly met and it is hereby 
enacted by authority of the same that all dentists, physicians, osteopathic physicians, 
chiropractors or drugless therapists whether or not licensed to practice in the State 
of Pennsylvania are hereby prohibited from advertising in any manner with respect 
to the skill of the operator, the quality of the materials or drugs or medicines used 
or methods used or practiced. 

This act does not prohibit any physician, dentist, osteopathic physician, 
chiropractor or drugless therapist from posting his name and profession on the 
exterior or interior of the building or buildings wherein he maintains his office in 
letters not more than ten inches high. 

Section 2. Whenever any reputable person files an affidavit with the 
respective board having jurisdiction over the licensing of the person charged, such 
board shall fix a date and time for hearing which shall be not less than five nor more 
than ten days after the date of filing of the affidavit. Atesuch hearing the person 
charged with the violation shall have the right to be heard in person and by counsel. 
The board in each case shall have power to hear and determine whether or not a 
violation has occurred. 

If the board finds from the affidavit and such facts presented to it that a 
violation has occurred it shall have power to revoke the license of the person so 
charged. 

Section 3. Any person violating any of the provisions of this act shall 
upon summary conviction thereof be sentenced to pay a fine of not less than one 
hundred dollars ($100) nor more than five hundred dollars ($500). 

Section 4. A\ll other acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 5. The provisions of this act shall become effective immedi- 
ately upon its final enactment. 
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The Following Letters Were Sent to Advertising Dentists 


These letters were picked up by our members. It gives an insight 
to what is being done by the advertisers.

Dear Doctor: 

| believe you realize the seriousness of the situation regarding dentists 
who advertise—the ones who in any way depart from the ethical. 

The Dental Association of Penna. is attempting to put through an 
amendment to the bill which went into effect last January, which would prohibit 
any type of advertising, except the use of professional card. This means that if 
you have a case outside, or if you have signs on your windows or try in any way to 
attract patients from the street, or newspaper advertising, circulars, radio, etc., that 
you will be subject to having your license to practice revoked. 


We now have the cooperation of the newspapers in our section, as well 
as the Penna. Newspaper Publishers’ Association in Harrisburg, Pa., and would 
suggest that you get the cooperation of the newspapers in your town to fight this 
through their influence with the legislators, as it is of as vital interest to the news- 
papers as it is to the dentists. 


We must all work together to stop a vicious bill of this kind, which has 
already been passed in New Jersey and North Carolina, and even though we believe 
that a law of this kind could be declared unconstitutional, it would cost a great deal 
of money to fight it before the Supreme Court. This bill has been challenged 
successfully by several dentists in the above mentioned states, as well as the State 
of New York. 

We are not asking you to contribute any funds at the present, all we ask 
is that you immediately wire your State Senator and the members of legislature 
from your district, also contact them personally, asking them to oppose this 
amendment when it comes up, as we all know that a law of this kind, where all 
types of advertising are prohibited, would mean that the working man and the 
poorer class of people would suffer financially by not knowing in advance what 
their work will cost them, and would be compelled to pay the very high prices of 
the so-called ethical dentists. 

This bill will be up for consideration of the legislature within the next 
week. Do not lay this letter aside, keep it in front of you and get in touch with 
your representatives immediately, as the more protests we have against the passing 
of this bill, the better chance we will have to defeat it. Kindly favor us with an 
immediate reply as to what action you have taken.

The original bill which became a law last year was first pre- 
sented to the Educational Committee. This office has the names of each member 
of the Health Committee and as soon as bill is referred, we will take the interest 
of the society to them. 

The result of a similar bill passed in New Jersey is reported as follows: 

One office previously having ten Operators are working today with four. 

Second office reporting previously having six Operators are working 
with three. 

Other offices reporting declines on business receipts anywhere from 50 
to 75%, and in quite a few cases offices were forced closed due to 
insufficient receipts which could not cover expenses. 

The society is fighting your battle and at the last regular meeting it 
was moved that each office pay annual dues of $50. In order that we continue our 
good work and help maintain your business, it is essential that you mail your check 
promptly to the Secretary's office. 

If it is more convenient to mail $25 today, the balance will be accepted 
in installments over a period of 30 days.

Watch Congress* 


It may seem like a foolish and futile bit of advice to suggest that pro- 
fessional men and women should concern themselves with the legislative affairs of 
the nation, but when we consider the astounding obsessions of certain of our 
present day legislators, it behooves every intelligent citizen to keep his ear to the 
ground and study with some concern the various tendencies of the hour, to the 
end that he may have an intelligent reaction to the current issues of the day. 

Presumably the intellectual level of the professional man is at least on a 
par with that of the average citizen, and it must be remembered that this same 
Mr. Average Citizen is the one who in the aggregate controls the destinies of the 
nation. If we supinely sit back and permit every innovation to go by default 
without an analysis of its inherent defects or its problematical virtues we may be 
contributing to a possible miscarriage of justice in as certain a degree as if we 
openly advocated a false measure. 

No one man seems to count for much in any political issue, particularly 
a professional man, but the cultivation of a sentiment among an appreciable number 
of the profession often tells a different story. In our state legislatures in particular 
a united effort on the part of some of our dental societies has turned the tide and 
defeated what would otherwise have been some vicious legislation. In politics 
numbers count, and often the most effective argument is a vote. 

As just intimated the intellectual caliber of the ordinary professional 
man should at least measure up to that of our citizens in general, and it is therefore 
incumbent on the profession to exercise the prerogative that nature and education 
have bestowed on them and utilize the judgment that is inherently theirs. 

Thus a careful study should be made of the current issues of the day by 
every professional man and woman, and that means by every dentist whether in 
organized dentistry or out of it. We know of course that organization has meant 
the salvation of the dental profession, and the only thing that will keep us saved 
is to maintain a strong organization. But even organization itself cannot function 
to its fullest efficiency without the stimulating influence of new ideas, and without 
the reaffirmation of those principles that have unerringly proved the safeguard of 
our political faith. 

What concerns us most at this time is the pronounced tendency on the 
part of some of our profession to be stampeded out of sanity and common sense 
by our present emergencies. There is no questioning the fact that conditions have 
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been difficult, and that men and women have suffered, but unless this nation has 
gone soft completely, there is sufficient mental and physical stamina in our people 
to pull themselves together and to garner the loose ends of our economic fabric 
and proceed along those policies that have built the nation and the profession in 
the first instance. 


The constant cry of “wolf, wolf" will not get us anywhere, and this is 
the most vociferous cry that has assailed our ears in recent times. This cry has gone 
out from the highways and byways of this fair land of ours until it threatens to be 
the shibboleth of the hour. Capital has been made of a calamity called a depression 
and an emergency has been seized to fasten on us certain pernicious and detri- 
mental policies that the revolutionists are seeking to make permanent. Propaganda 
has been used incessantly in season and out of season, and now the campaign is 
to be carried to Congress and the state legislatures. 


Well, let it come. If the citizenry of this country have completely lost 
their mental balance the sooner we know it the better. But we have sufficient faith 
in the essential integrity and good sense of the American people, and by the same 
token we have sufficient confidence in the ultimate intelligence of our own pro- 
fession, to be confident that when the crucial test comes, it will find us on the side 
of sanity and fair repute. 


Questionnaires may come and go, and conjectures may be advanced 
therefrom, but questionnaires never settled an issue of this sort yet, and they will 
not settle it now. Even if through the machinations of an aggressive group a certain 
element of the profession becomes stampeded into the promotion or advocacy of 
unsound policies it is no indication that when the deliberate and sober sense of the 
American people and the dental profession have said their final word, the verdict 
will leave us in the bog and mire of uncertainty and insecurity. 


But we must do something more than merely protest. We must be pre- 
pared by calm deliberation and by constructive reasoning to head off through 
argument and conviction extreme measures dangerous to the welfare of society. 
We should conscientiously make ourselves familiar with every new measure intro- 
duced in our legislative halls, and analyze it calmly and logically in relation to its 
ultimate effect on our social fabric. New legislation will be proposed without 
question in various states, even in instances where there is no apparent call for it, 
and it is our duty to watch carefully for pernicious provisions, and be prepared to 
submit substitutions of a more logical and constructive character to checkmate any 
dangerous enactments. We must never sleep till this fever of legislative unrest 
subsides, and we are able to proceed securely and serenely in waters that are 
calmer and less prone to agitation. We must be ready with constructive suggestions 
at the same moment that we are forced to defend ourselves against destructive 
influences. 


Legislatures may vote—if it comes to that—to fasten on us the incubus 
of state control of our professional policies, but the time will never come when the 
thinking men of the profession will submit to dictation by state officials as to how 
they shall practice their profession. The present regulations and safeguards for the 
protection of the public by state laws as to professional qualification for entrance 
to the profession are perfectly proper and are necessary, but this is an entirely 
different matter from the idea of forcing on the profession, after the professional 
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qualification has once been established. a system of practice that is so inimical 
to the best interests alike of the profession and the people. 

The whole category of state health insurance, state dentistry, panel 
dentistry, social dentistry, or any other socialized movement that threatens to take 
away from our profession the prerogative of directing our own destinies along the 
lines of the well known principles that have given us and the public our greatest 
security and our most certain progress in the past, cannot be held out as a bait to 
trap the unwary. We know that we are able to do for the public weal by following 
the well established ideals of dentistry as laid down by the founders and builders 
of the profession, but we do not know what can be done or what will be done if 
our legislators try to force by enactment a system of dental practice that is inimical 
to the best interests of all concerned. 

Mayhap therefore the admonition contained in the caption of this 
editorial to watch Congress is not as far fetched or impractical as it might seem.

The Dental Patient Under Social Security* 


While dental economists continue to temporize with questionnaires, 
surveys, theories and forum discussion the general social security program under- 
taken by the President's Committee on Economic Security forges steadily ahead 
and brings with it new problems for the dental profession to solve. In his message 
on Social Security Legislation presented to Congress on January 17th, President 
Roosevelt recommended the following types of legislation: 


“1. Unemployment compensation. 

2. Old age benefits, including compulsory and voluntary annuities. 

3. Federal aid to dependent children through grants to States for the support 
of existing mothers’ pension systems and for services for the protection and 
care of homeless, neglected dependent and crippled children. 

4. Additional federal aid to State and local public health agencies and the 
strengthening of the federal public health service. | am not sure at this time 
recommending the adoption of so-called health insurance, although groups 
representing the medical profession are cooperating with the federal 
government in the further study of the subject and definite progress is 
being made.” 

In the Report of the President's Committee on Economic and Social 
Security we read: 

“We recommend, also, that the federal government give assistance to States in 
providing local services for the protection and care of homeless, neglected and 
delinquent children. We recommend a nationwide preventive public health 
program. It should be largely financed by State and local governments and 
administered by State and local health departments, the federal government to 
contribute financial and technical aid. 

“The program contemplates (1) grants-in-aid to be allocated thru State depart- 
ments of health to local areas unable to finance public health programs from 
State and local resources; (2) direct aid to States in the development of State

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health services and the training of personnel for State and local health work, 
and (3) additional personnel in the United States Public Health Service to 
investigate health problems of interstate or national concern. 

“The second major step we believe to be the application of the principles of 
insurance to this problem. We are prepared at this time to make recommenda- 
tions for a system of health insurance. 

“We have enlisted the cooperation of advisory groups representing the medical 
and dental professions and hospital management in the development of a plan 
for health insurance which will be beneficial alike to the public and the pro- 
fessions concerned. We have asked these groups to complete their work by 
March 1, 1935, and expect to make a further report on this subject at that 
time or shortly thereafter.” 

The Dental Advisory Board appointed by Secretary Perkins, chairman 
of President Roosevelt's Committee on Economic Security, to cooperate with 
the Committee's Technical Staff in its studies of the relation of dentistry to 
public health, dental care and health insurance includes the following: Dr. Frank 
M. Casto, President of the American Dental Association, Cleveland; Dr. J. Ben 
Robinson, President of the American College of Dentists, Baltimore; Dr. LeRoy 
Miner, Boston; Dr. Alfred Walker, New York City; Dr. John T. Hanks, New York 
City; Dr. George A. Coleman, Philadelphia; Dr. Q. W. Brandhorst, St. Louis; 
Dr. Herbert E. Phillips, Chicago; Dr. J. T. O'Rourke, Louisville; Dr. Bissell B. 
Palmer, New York City; Dr. Roy Green, Sacramento, California. It is expected 
that these men are tried and true leaders and are guided by the following resolu- 
tion, adopted by the Ad-Interim Committee of the American Dental Association: 

The. American Dental Association is opposed to the enactment of legislation 

along the lines of so-called compulsory health insurance until the health pro- 

fessions are thoroughly satisfied that the interests of the public and the professions 
are properly safeguarded. 

An analysis of the foregoing excerpts from both the President's Message 
and from the Report of the Committee on Economic Security discloses the immi- 
nence of problems as yet generally unrecognized which the dental profession will 
be forced to solve forthwith, as these legislative proposals eventuate. We shall 
discuss but three of these problems at this time. 

In the matter of ‘Unemployment Compensation” it is axiomatic that a 
person insured against unemployment must be kept in an employable state of 
health. If the health of the insured is bad, he cannot be employed and is a poor 
insurance risk. Unemployment insurance without health insurance is economically 
unsound. The worker must be kept healthy. The question immediately arises: 
What service is dentistry prepared to render workers insured against sickness and 
unemployment? Full reparative and replacement dental service for individual 
workers is both a physical and economic impossibility when we consider the 
millions of workers that will come under this plan, the expense involved and the 
number of dentists available. It is precisely on this point that all of the European 
health insurance schemes have been experiencing the greatest difficulty. Without 
exception, they have attempted to apply methods of practice designed for the 
treatment of individual patients, on an individual payment basis, to serving patients 
en masse under insurance systems. Dentistry must formulate a valid plan to care 
for insured workers. 
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The plan of the Committee proposes further to provide health service for 
homeless, neglected, delinquent, crippled and otherwise handicapped children. In- 
cluded in this category are also the children of families on public relief rolls. During 
the last White House Conference on Child Health and Protection it was estimated 
that there were ten million ‘‘underprivileged"’ children in the United States. At 
that time, when “rugged individualism" was in the saddle and relief of the destitute 
was considered beyond federal government function, dental care was still deemed 
of sufficient importance to be included among the nineteen points formulated by 
the Conference. There are now between fifteen and twenty million children 
eligible to ‘grants-in-aid from the government. What plan has organized 
dentistry formulated for the care of these children? 

Under the Report of the Committee dealing with the contemplated 
program to increase the health standards of the nation we find direct aid is to be 
given to States in the development of State health services and the training of 
personnel for State and local health work. Again we ask: What plans do the 
profession possess as a basis for training such personnel? 

These are some of the questions that the dental profession, and the 
dental profession alone, will be called on to answer in the very near future. It is 
with these and similar questions that those truly interested in the socio-economic 
problems confronting our profession must concern themselves rather than with 
inquiries relating to the dentists’ needs and demands. While assurance of the 
dentists’ economic security is important, we should realize that before the dentist 
can demand he must stand ready to show what he has to give.

An Explanation 


The article published in the last issue of this Journal concerning prices 
in other States for FERA has caused considerable confusion. 

Many States set up fee schedules which were not accepted by the 
relief board of the State or never put into operation. Pennsylvania has the only 
plan that is in effect in every County in the State—the only State that every dentist 
is free to participate and the dentists of this State have been paid to December 1st. 
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Formula for Howes’ Silver Nitrate Solution 


At the January meeting of the Chicago Dental Society, Dr. James M. 
Prime, of Omaha, the essayist, presented the formula for Howes’ Ammonical 
Silver Nitrate Solution used by him in kis own practice to detect and arrest tooth 
decay. It was suggested by several in the audience that this formula be made 
available to the entire membership. It is, therefore, published herewith. 


Formula 


To make Howes’ Ammonical Silver Nitrate Solution, take 3 grams of 
clean silver nitrate crystals. Add 1 c.c. distilled water. Heat and stir with glass 
rod until dissolved. Do not boil. 

When the silver nitrate is in solution, allow it to cool until it is room 
temperature. Add slowly 2.5 c.c. of strong 28 per cent ammonia. 

This will throw down a black precipitate of silver oxide which is soluble 
in an excess of ammonia. A little more may be added to dissolve the precipitate, 
but do not wholly dissolve it, for by so doing an excess of ammonia will be the 
result. 

Filter. 

The material is sensitive, and a bit of contamination or variable chemicals, 
such as the ammonia, may cause slight differences. 

As a reducing agent, after the solution has been applied to the dried 
tooth tissues, use eugenol for vital teeth. It is reduced slowly by eugenol. 

On pulpless teeth, or where the part is far from the pulp, use one 
part formalin to two parts distilled water, for reducing. 

Have your druggist make a small amount, as it is not stable. Keep in 
amber glass bottle, with glass stopper.

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Charter—Constitution 
of the 
Pennsylvania State Dental Society 


Amended as of January 1, 1932 
By-Laws 
Article | 


Section 1. In accordance with Section 6 of the Charter, the officers of 
this Society shall be a President, First Vice-President, Second Vice-President, 
Recording Secretary, Assistant Secretary, Treasurer, a Board of Censors and such 
others as may be designated in the By-Laws or standing resolution. 


Article Il 
Duties of Officers 


Section 1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Society 
and of the House of Delegates; appoint, with the approval of the Board of 
Trustees, all standing and special committees not provided for; be ex-officio a 
member of all standing and special committees and of the Board of Trustees. At 
the first general meeting of the annual session following his election he shall 
deliver an address on such matters as he may deem of importance to the Society. 

In the event of the death, resignation, removal from a district, or election 
to another office of a Trustee, the President shall have authority to fill such vacancy 
by the appointment of a person from the district where the vacancy occurs, to 
serve until a successor is chosen at the next annual session. He shall make a 
report to the House of Delegates at the first meeting of the annual session of that 
body. 

Section 2. In the absence of the President, the First Vice-President 
shall preside and assume all the duties of the President. He shall be ex-officio a 
member of the Board of Trustees, but without the right to vote. 

Section 3. In the absence of the President and First Vice-President the 
Second Vice-President shall preside and assume all the duties of the President; 
and in the absence of all three of these officers, the Board of Trustees shall appoint 
a President pro-tempore. The Second Vice-President shall be ex-officio a member 
of the Board of Trustees, without the right to vote. 

Section 4. The Recording Secretary shall be responsible for the 
records of all sections of the Society, the meetings of the House of Delegates, 
and of the Board of Trustees. He shall be custodian of all record books and papers 
belonging to the Society. He shall provide for the registration of the members 
and the delegates at the annual session. He shall conduct the official corre- 
spondence, notifying members of meetings, officers of their election, committees of 
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their appointment and duties, and perform such other duties as usually pertain to 
that office. He shall receive all money due the Society, give a receipt therefor, 
and pay same to the Treasurer. 

He shall send to the Secretary of each Component Society membership 
cards immediately after their receipt from the General Secretary of the American 
Dental Association, and the portion of each card designated for the State Secretary 
and the General Secretary of the American Dental Association, with the name and 
address of the member written thereon, shall be returned to the State Secretary at 
the time of the remittance of dues. 

He shall give a bond in an amount as requested by the Board of Trustees. 

He shall elect a depository for the funds in his possession with the 
approval of the Board of Trustees. 

Four dollars of the annual dues received from each member shall be 
remitted by the Secretary of this Society to the General Secretary of the American 
Dental Association for the said member's dues in the American Dental Association. 
The Recording Secretary shall keep the seal of the Society and cause the seal to 
be affixed to the Component Society Charters, the American Dental Association 
Delegate Certificates, and to other Official documents after they have been 
properly accredited and signed. 

He shall give a full and detailed report to the House of Delegates on 
the first day of the annual session of that body. 

Section 5. The duties of the Assistant Secretary shall be to act as a 
general assistant to the President and Recording Secretary at the annual meetings. 

Section 6. The Treasurer shall keep all funds of the Society in a deposi- 
tory selected by him with the approval of the Board of Trustees, and shall pay out 
money only on a written order signed by the President and Recording Secretary. 
He shall give a bond in an amount as requested by the Board of Trustees. He shall 
give a full and detailed report to the House of Delegates on the first day of the 
annual session of that body. 

Section 7. The Board of Censors shall receive all applications for Char- 
ters for Component Societies and refer the same, with recommendations, to the 
House of Delegates. Any dispute arising between an applicant for membership 
and a Component Society shall be considered by the censors and referred by them 
with recommendations to the House of Delegates. All written evidence in such 
cases shall be deposited with the Recording Secretary. 

Questions relating to boundary lines and jurisdiction of Component 
Societies shall be referred to the Board of Censors for consideration, and the 
Board shall then report such matters to the House of Delegates, with recommenda- 
tions for action. 


Article Ill 
Board of Trustees 


Section 1. The Board of Trustees shall consist of eleven members, of 
whom four shall be elected annually in the House of Delegates except each third 
year when three shall be elected, to serve three years. Each Trustee shall be 
nominated by the Delegates who represent his district, and elected by the House 
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of Delegates. Each district shall be entitled to one Trustee who must be a member 
of the Society in the District which he represents. 

The President, First Vice-President, and Second Vice-President of this 
Society shall be ex-officio members of the Board of Trustees, and the Secretary 
shall be ex-officio Secretary to the Board, but none shall have a vote on the Board, 
except that the President shall vote in case of a tie. 


Section 2. The Trustee districts shall be as follows: 

First: Philadelphia County. 

Second: Bucks, Chester, Delaware, Lehigh, Montgomery and North- 
ampton Counties. 

Third: Carbon, Columbia, Lackawanna, Luzerne, Monroe, Pike, 
Susquehanna, Wayne and Wyoming Counties. 

Fourth: Berks, Lebanon, and Schuylkill Counties. 


Fifth: Adams, Cumberland, Dauphin, Franklin, Fulton, Lancaster, 
Perry and York Counties. 
Sixth: Bradford, Clinton, Lycoming, Montour, Northumberland, 


Snyder, Sullivan, Tioga and Union Counties. 

Seventh: Bedford, Blair, Cambria, Center, Clearfield, Huntingdon, 
Juniata, Mifflin and Somerset Counties. 

Eighth: Cameron, Elk, Forrest, Jefferson, McKean, Potter and 
Warren Counties. 

Ninth: Clarion, Crawford, Erie, Lawrence, Mercer and Venango 
Counties. 

Tenth: Allegheny, Armstrong, Beaver and Butler Counties. 

Eleventh: Fayette, Green, Indiana, Washington and Westmoreland 
Counties. 


Section 3. These Districts may be changed by two-thirds vote of mem- 
bers present at an annual meeting of the House of Delegates, as provided in Art. IV. 
Sec. 6. 

Section 4. The Board of Trustees— 

Shall have charge of all properties and financial affairs of the Society. 

Shall provide for and superintend the publication of a Bulletin, the 
annual subscription price of which shall be twenty-five cents. 

Shall appoint an Editor for the Bulletin, and necessary assistants. 

Shall superintend the publication and distribution of such portions of 
the transactions as may be decided to be of sufficient value. All papers read 
before the Society shall be considered the property of the Society. The following 
disclaimer shall be printed at the beginning of each volume of the proceedings: 
“The Pennsylvania State Dental Society, although formally accepting and pub- 
lishing reports of the various standing committees and essays read before the 
Society, holds itself wholly irresponsible for opinions, theories and criticisms 
therein contained, except when adopted or sanctioned by special resolutions.” 

Shall exercise general supervision over the conduct of all committees 
in the interval between sessions. 

Shall approve all resolutions or recommendations of the House of 
Delegates pertaining to the expenditure of money, before they may become 
effective. 
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Shall hold meetings during the annual session as often as may be 
deemed necessary, and all matters referred to it by the House of Delegates shall be 
reported on within twenty-four hours if so requested by the House of Delegates. 

Shall hold a regular meeting immediately after the annual session of the 
Society, at which meeting the Board shall organize by electing a Chairman and a 
Clerk, who shall act in the absence of the Secretary. Each Trustee shall visit the 
Branch Societies in his District at least once each year, for the purpose of inquiring 
into the condition of the profession, and for improving and increasing the zeal of 
Branch Societies and their members. He shall make an annual report of his work 
and of the condition of the profession of each county in his district at the annual 
session of the House of Delegates. 

Shall have authority to fill any vacancy in the office of Secretary or 
Treasurer, which appointment shall continue until the next annual session of the 
Society. 

Shall have control of all arrangements for the annual session, and shall 
provide meeting places for the Society, the House of Delegates, and the various 
sections of the Society, as organized. It shall also have control of all clinics and 
exhibits, and of all money received therefrom. The Board of Trustees, in their 
discretion, may appoint a local Committee on Arrangements, which shall at all 
times be under the control of the Board of Trustees. 

Six members of the Board shall constitute a quorum. 

The Board shall present to the House of Delegates the names of four 
members of the Society for each vacancy in the State Dental Council and Examining 
Board. This does not preclude additional nominations from the House of Delegates. 


Article IV 
House of Delegates 


Section 1. The House of Delegates shall be the Legislative body of 
this Society, and shall be composed of: (1) The President of this Society, who shall 
preside over the House; (2) Ex-officio the Vice-Presidents, Trustees, Secretaries, 
and Treasurer of this Society, but without the right to vote; and (3) Delegates, or 
accredited alternates, designated by the Component Societies. 

Each Component Society shall be entitled to send to the House of 
Delegates each year delegates as provided in the following table:

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And for each additional fifty members it shall have one additional dele- 
gate. 

If, at the close of the roll call of the second meeting of any session of the 
House, the complement of Delegates to which any component society is entitled 
is not complete, the delegates from that society who are present may complete 
their delegation by the election of additonal delegates from among the members 
of the component society who are registered in attendance at the meeting. 
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If any component society is without representation at the close of the 
roll call of the second meeting of any session of the House, the members registered 
in attendance from that society may select from their number the number of dele- 
gates which such component is regularly entitled to elect; if but one member is 
registered he shall be seated as a representative. When any delegate is once 
seated, no change may be made during the session. No individual member shall 
be entitled to more than one vote. No individual occupying an ex-officio mem- 
bership in the House of Delegates shall be seated as a delegate with vote, except 
when no other member of his component society is registered in attendance at the 
meeting. 

Each delegate before being seated shall deposit with the committee on 
credentials a certificate signed by the President and Secretary of the component 
society stating that he has been legally and regularly designated as a delegate 
to this Society. 

Section 2. The House of Delegates shall meet on the day before that 
fixed as the first day of the annual session. It may adjourn from time to time as may 
be necessary to complete its business, provided that its hours shall conflict as little 
as possible with the general meetings. 

Section 3. Twenty delegates shall constitute a quorum. 

‘Section 4. A\ll elections, including that of officers of the State society 
and Board of Trustees, shall be by ballot of the House of Delegates, and a majority 
of votes cast shall be necessary to elect. 

Section 5. The House of Delegates shall nominate to the Governor of 
the State two persons for each vacancy on the State Dental Council and Examining 
Board, as provided in Section 412 of the Administrative Code. No two nominees 
shall come from the same Trustee District or component society. No district or 
component society shall have two members on the Examining Board at the same 
time. 

Section 6. Committees of the House. Appointed a month before the 
annual meeting by the President. 

1. Committee on Credentials. 

2. Reference Committee on Reports of Officers and Standing Com- 

mittees, but not including committee on President's Address. 

3. Reference Committee on Scientific Business. 

4. Reference Committee on New Business. 

5. Committee on Place of Meeting. 

Section 7. The House of Delegates in annual session may by two-thirds 
vote of the members present change the boundaries of the Trustee Districts, or 
component societies, if evidence of necessity arises. 


Article V 


Delegates to the House of Delegates of 
The American Dental Association 


Section 1. Delegates to the House of Delegates of the American 
Dental Association shall be elected in the following manner: The delegates from 
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each district shall nominate delegates and alternates, and from these the House 
of Delegates shall elect the number to which the Society is entitled. 


Section 2. The delegates to the American Dental Association shall be 
the official representatives of this Society in the House of Delegates of the American 
Dental Association. They shall at all times endeavor to fulfil their duties in a 
manner which will promote the best interests of the American Dental Association 
and this Society. 

In the absence of any delegate the duly accredited alternate shall assume 
the duty of the delegate. The delegates from this Society shall meet previous to 
the first meeting of the House of Delegates to select a chairman and a clerk. The 
chairman, in addition to his other duties, shall make a report of the transactions 
of the House of Delegates of the American Dental Association to the House of 
Delegates of the Pennsylvania State Dental Society, on the first day of the annual 
meeting. The clerk shall keep a record of the deliberations of the delegation, 
and his minutes shall be embodied in the report of the chairman. 

Explanatory—Article V, Section 2, American Dental Association 
By-Laws:— 

Regardless of enrollment in the American Dental Association each 
constituent Society would have one delegate. 

With 100 members in American Association, 2 delegates

Section 3. The chairman of the delegation shall cast the unanimous 
vote of the delegation in the election of the Trustee for Pennsylvania as a majority 
vote of the delegation shall decide. 


Section 4. If at the beginning of the second meeting of the House of 
Delegates, there are in attendance insufficient delegates and alternates from this 
Society to fill the quota of its delegation, the delegates from this Society who 
are present shall select from members of this Society who are in attendance at the 
meeting a sufficient number to complete the quota of delegates to which this Soci- 
ety is entitled, and the delegates so selected shall be considered as duly accredited 
delegates from this Society. 


Article VI 
Standing Committees 


Section’ 1. There shall be the following Standing Committees: 
Program, Clinic, Exhibit, Local Arrangements and Enforcement of the Dental 
Law, Legislative, Ethics, Dental Science and Literature, Oral Hygiene and Public 
Dental Education, Necrology, Organization, Registration and Component 
Societies. 
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Article VIl 


Duties of Committees 


Section1. The Program Committee shall consist of three members whose 
duty it shall be to prepare a program of scientific work for each annual meeting. 
This committee shall decide what sessions shall be devoted to papers and discus- 
sions, to clinics and to other matters. The chairman of this committee shall be the 
chairman-in-chief of all committees having charge of the arrangements of the 
annual meeting. After all bills for committee expenses shall have been regularly 
approved, the chairman of this committee shall approve them and present them to 
the Recording Secretary for payment. As soon as possible after the annual 
meeting he shall prepare a detailed financial report for publication in the Bulletin. 

Section 2. The Clinic Committee shall consist of three members. This 
committee shall have charge of all arrangements for clinics, shall select clinicians, 
decide what operations are to be performed and make a report of all clinics. 
Invitations to clinicians residing in Pennsylvania shall be confined to members 
of this Society. 

Section 3. The Exhibit Committee shall consist of three members. 
This Committee shall have charge of all arrangements pertaining to the exhibits of 
manufacturers and dealers in dental supplies. It shall endeaver to supply space in 
connection with the quarters occupied by the Society during the annual meeting, 
making collections of suitable fees from each exhibitor. It shall pay all bills 
incurred by reason of the operation of affairs under its supervision from the fees 
collected, taking a receipt therefor, and shall turn over to the Recording Secretary 
of this Society such receipts and the remaining money and credits. It shall furnish 
to the Registration Committee an official list of Exhibitors and their employees. 

Section 4. The Committee on Local Arrangements shall consist of three 
members and shall have charge of arrangements for the place of meeting and hotel 
accommodations, and shall co-operate with and assist all other officers and com- 
mittees. 

Section 5. The Legislative Committee shall consist of at least three 
members. It shall have charge of all matters relating to the securing of such legal 
enactments as shall be approved by the Board of Trustees. It shall make an annual 
report to the House of Delegates. 

Section 6. The Committee on Ethics shall consist of three members, 
who shall co-operate with the Censors in maintaining the ethical standard of the 
Society, and shall correspond with the committees on ethics of other societies 
with the view of securing, by concerted action, some amelioration of the evils 
which the dental profession, in this and in other States, at the present time suffers 
from by the unethical practice of unworthy members. 

Section 7. The Committee on Dental Science and Literature shall 
consist of one member, whose duty it shall be to report annually, on the first day 
of the annual meeting, on the progress of science and literature as appertaining tc 
dentistry, and to give a resume of all that may be new and important. 

Section 8. The Committee on Oral Hygiene and Public Dental 
Education shall consist of at least five members. It shall be the duty of this com- 
mittee to co-operate with the Component Society Committees on Oral Hygiene, 
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State Department of Health, and State Department of Public Instruction to devise 
and promote such methods as will serve to educate the School Children and adults 
in the importance of an intelligent care of the mouth and teeth. It shall be its 
privilege to ask the Board of Trustees for appropriations for this purpose from 
year to year. 

Section9. The Committee on Necrology shall consist of three members. 
It shall report the list of deaths of the members of this Society and give such 
biographical sketches and offer such resolutions as it may consider proper. 

Section 10. The Organization Committee shall consist of five members. 
It shall promote or assist in promoting the formation of Component Societies under 
the direction of the Board of Trustees throughout the State, with the view of 
increasing the membership of this Society, and shall report to the House of Dele- 
gates at the annual meeting. 

Section 11. The Committee on Registration shall consist of five 
members. It shall maintain a registration office at the entrance to the annual 
meeting place and provide attendants at all doors, and shall issue a proper identifi- 
cation badge of admittance to the regular sessions and the exhibit upon the presen- 
tation of a receipt for dues for the current year. It shall also issue distinctive badges 
to members of other State Societies in good standing, Physicians, Dental Students 
properly vouched for, Essayists, Exhibitors, Clinicians and wives of members and 
guests. It shall not receive applications for membership in any Component 
Societies.
